New Delhi, the 18 th August 1970 

S.O. 2854— In the course of a series of discussion held by the Deputy Director 
of Mines Safety (Electrical Headquarters) wuh the officials of the National Coal 
Development Corporation Ltd., at Dhanbad, Ranchi and Banki on the application 
for relaxation of certain provisions of the Indian Electricity Rules 1956 requested 
by M/s. National Coal Development Corporation Ltd. in their letter No. CEME/ 
Banki/ 69/ 3047-50 dated 13/14th May, 1969 from the Deputy Chief Engineer (E&M) 
to the Secretary of the Ministry in regard to the proposed supply of energy to 
Banki and Surakachar at 3300 volts 3 phase delta connected system and under- 
ground distribution at 550 volts, 3 phase with unearthed neutral, in line with the 
practice of power supply arrangement followed and in use for mines in USSR, 
the system of power supply to Banki and Surakachar mines having been designed 
and planned according to the practice in USSR, it has been observed that there 
has been provision of sensing leakage current to each in 3.3 kv supply system and 
that in the event of any deterioration of insulation resistance below the predeter- 
mined value (in the case 50 Kilo-ohms) anywhere in 3.3 kv system, the capacitive 
currents flowing through the earth return, operate insulation sensing (Monitoring) 
device which trips the main controlling circuit breaker of the underground system 
located at the surface sub-station. It has also been seen that when the tripping 
ot the main controlling circuit breaker at the surface sub-station takes place there 
is (a) an audible signal and (b) a visible signal and flag indication, all these 
devices being incorporated in the circuit breaker itself. At the same time the circuit 
breaker in the underground sub-station feeding th q faulty feeder gives an indica- 
tion of existence of fault by glow of neon lamp. It has also been observed that 
when tripping takes place on account of earth fault it is not possible to switch on 
the circuit breaker controlling faulty circuit till the fault is removed. In other 
words, there is a blocking out of the circuit breaker controlling the faulty feeder 
disallowing reclosing of the same unless the earth fault is cleared and normal 
healthy condition of the circuit is restored. Therefore, it is considered that 3300 
volts delta connected system of supply may not lead to danger provided adequate 
measures are taken to keep the protective devices incorporated in the system, in 
perfect working conditions. 

550 volts supply system underground with unearthed neutral was also found to 
have been adequately protected against earth fault by incorporating special earth 
leakage protective relay. 

2. In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule 2 of rule 133 of the Indian 
Electricity Rules, 1956, the Central Government, therefore, hereby directs that (i) 
the provisions of rule 130 of the said rules requiring earthing of the neutral or 
mid point of an alternating current system exceeding 30 volts, shall be relaxed in 
respect of transmission, distribution and use of electrical energy at 3 phase 3300 
volts and 550 volts, 3.3 kv supply being of delta connected system and 550 volts 
underground distribution supply having unearthed neutral, (ii) The provisions of 
sub-rule (c) of rule 118 shall be relaxed in respect of use of 115 volts 3 phase 
lighting supply underground without neutral point of 115 volts system being con- 
nected with earth and (iii) The provisions of sub-rule (e) of rule 118 shall be 
relaxed permitting remote control circuit for under ground switch gear being used 
at 36 volts in place of 30 volts, subject to the following conditions: 

(1) To ensure that protective devices provided in the 3300 volts circuit breakers 
are in perfect working condition they shall be tested at regular intervals but under 
no circumstances less than once in a fortnight. Such testing shall be recorded in a 
separate bound-paged register kept for the purpose. 

The responsibility of proper observance of testing and maintenance of records 
shall rest with the management. 

The management shall take adequate steps to ensure that the protective devices 
with special reference to fault current relay, whose efficiency for proper working 
is checked periodically for its soundness by a competent person not below the 
rank of Electrical Supervisor/ Electrical Foreman. 

(2) Earth leagage protective device associated with special earth leakage relays 
in medium pressure circuit breakers shall be tested for their efficacy atleast once 
in every 24 hours. If the said protective device is out of order in any circuit 
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breaker, the supply by the circuit breaker with defective relay shall be kept dis- 
connected until the defective relay is put in working order. 

(3) Switch Board attendants, operators and electricians shall be thoroughly 
trained and duly authorised for handling the circuit breakers and other apparatus 
with competency and due care to avoid danger. 

Provided that the relaxation considered may be amended or withdrawn if con- 
sidered necessarv in the interest of safety.

AWARD 

Vide Order No. 23/63/69-LRIII, dated 26t.h June, 1969, the Central Government 
referred an industrial dispute existing between the employers in relation to the 
National and Grindlays Bank Limited (hereinafter to he referred as the Bank) 
and their woikman for adjudication to this Tribunal in respect of the matter 
specified in the schedule below: — 

“Whether the termination of the services of Shri Mohinder Kumar, waler- 
man~c?mi-peon with effect from the 14th December, 1968 by the 
management of the National and Grindlays Bank Limited, 19, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi was legal and justified? If not, to 
what relief is the workman entitled? 

2. A statement of claim was filed on behalf of the concerned workman by the 
President of Notional and Grindlays Bank Stall Association (hereinafter to be 
referred as the Association! on the fith of August, 1969 and a written statement 
was filed by the bank in leply thereto on the 23id of September 1969, The 
Association abo filed a rejoinder on behalf of the workman on the 9th of October, 
1969. No issue arose out of the pleadings of the parties except what is covered 
by the term of reference given in the schedule above. Evidence, oral and docu- 
mentary, was placed on recoid by the parties and 111 its light I now proceed to 
consider the above term of reference. 

Term of Reference : 

3. The facts in this case leading to the appointment, continuance in sorvice 
and the termination of services of the workman are more or less admitted by the 
parties By an order dated the 20th of May, 1968 the concerned workman was 
appointed as a temporary water man-cum-peon at the Bara Hindu Rao Branch 
of the hank with effect fiorn that date uplo the 1st of June, 1968 vide Ext. W/l. 
Another lctcr dated the 31st of May, 1968 was issued to the workman extending 
his temporary appointment from 1st of June, 1068 to tbe 15th of June, 1968 vide 
Ext. W/2. His term of appointment was extended from time to time thereafter 
without any break and the last letter which the workman received is dated the 
11th of December, 1968 vide Exts. W/3 to W/10. In the last letter the workman 
was informed that his period of service as a temporary watermnn-cum-peon had 
been extended, but it would tciminatc finally on Saturday the 14th of December, 
1968. It is also admitted bv the parties as was stated by Shri Vishnu Bhagwan 
Uppal MW1 Accountant of the bank that the concerned workman was transferred 
from the Bara Hindu Rao Branch to the Parliament Street branch of the bank 
with effect from the 16th of August. 1968. On receipt of the letter dated 11th 
December. 1968 by which he was informed that his services would terminate 
finally on the 14th of December, 1968, the workman made a representation dated 
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14th of December, 1968 to the bank in which he stated that the three vacancies 
against which he and two others namely, Sarvashri Nagender Pershad and Shanti 
Swarup had been working were permanent vacancies, that the bank was not 
justified in terminating his services as he had put In more than three months of 
service and that under the Bipartite settlement he automatically stood confirmed 
vide Ext. W/ll. The bank acknowledged the receipt of this letter sent by the 
workman vide Its letter dated 19th December, 1968 Ext. W/12, and informed him 
that as there was no vacancy against which he could be absorbed, his request 
could not be acceded to. In his statement Shn Mohmdar Kumar, the concerned 
workman deposed that the other two workmen who were his colleagues, though they 
had joined earlier as temporary hands, had been made permanent. He also 
admitted that he did not receive wages after the 14th of December, 1968. The 
case of the bank on the other hand as stated by Shri Vishnu Bhagwan Uppal 
Accounant was that as the workman had been appointed temporarily and the 
regional office at Delhi was not competent to create a vacancy, the order passed 
by the Bank on the 11th of December, 1968 was legal and justified- Reference was 
made to the permanent appointment of one Lalu another temporary ppon-eum- 
waterman. The Accountant stated that when the services of Shri Lalu were 
terminated, a settlement was arrived at in the conciliation proceedings of which 
a copy is Ext. M/8. As a result of that settlement the bank stated, he was 
appointed as a permanent hand. It is not for me in these proceedings to give 
findings as to whether the permanent appointments of Shri Lalu or the other 
two workmen were justified or not because the full facts of those cases are not 
before me and they are not parties to the reference. The only point that falls 
for determination in these proceedings is, whether as a result of the continuous 
appointment on temporary basis of the concerned workman from the 20th of May 
to the 14th of December, 1968, could it be deemed that he stood automatically 
confirmed as a permanent peon-cum-waterman under the Bipartite settlement 
or the Bank Award? 

4. The learned representative of the workman drew my attention to Para. 20.8 
of the Bipartite settlement of which a reference was also made in Paragraph 3 
of the statement of claim. It read as follows: — 

“A temporary workman may also be appointed to fill a permanent vacancy 
provided that such temporary appointment shall not exceed a period 
of three months during which the bank shall make arrangements for 
filling up the vacancy permanently. If such a temporary workman is 
eventually selected for filling up the vacancy, the period of such tem- 
porary employment will be taken into account as part of his proba- 
tionary period." 

The contention advanced on behalf of the workman was that under the above 
provision, as the workman had worked against a permanent sanctioned vacancy 
for more than three months, he automatically attained the status of a permanent 
employee and as such the bank was not justified in terminating his services. A 
mere persual of Para. 20.8 indicates that the bank has been empowered under this 
settlement to appoint a temporary workman in order to fill up a permanent vacancy 
but this period has not to exceed three months and during this period the bank 
has to make arrangement for filling up the vacancy permanently. Tt does not 
show by any strength of imagination that a temporary workman appointed agains! 
a permanent vacancy automatically becomes a permanent hand. I, therefore, see 
no merit in this contention that under the said provision of the settlement, the 
workman become a permanent band, 

5. The next argument addressed to me was that the workman though appointed 
temporarily for various periods from the 20th of May upto the ltth of December, 
1968 was in fact, a probationer and when he had completed six months o£ the 
probationary period, be became a permanent employee under Para. 23.15 of the 
National Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes) Award of 1962 known as the Desal 
Award. In para. 23.15 of the said award, the classification of workmen in Ihe 
banking industry was made by the Tribunal, (a) "Permanent employee”, (b) “pro- 
bationer’’, (c) “temporary employee’’ and (d) “Part-time employee". Obviously, 
the concerned workman was not a permanent employee because he was not 
employee who was provisionally employed to fill a permanent vacancy o r post 
employee who was provisionally employed to fill a permanent vacancy or post 
and had not been made permanent or conflrmet in service. The copies of ihe 
various orders placed on the record show that Ihe concerned workman was never 
employed to fill a permanent vacancy or post and so It cannot be said that the bank 
appointed him as a probationer. Apart, from that, Shri Khullar, the learned 
representative of the bank contended that it was never alleged in the statement 
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of claim that the concerned workman was a probationer under the bank and he, 
therefore, pointed out that unless this arose out of the pleadings of the parties, 
the representative of the workman could not be permitted to press this point during 
the course of aigument I think, this contention is correct because I find from 
the statement of claim that it was never alleged by the Association that he was 
appointed a probationer. What was stated was that as he was appointed against 
a permanent sanctioned vacancy for more than three months, he had become a 
permanent employee under the provision of para 20 8 of the Bipartite settlement 
Even if the learned representative of the workman is permitted to argue this point, 
as already shown above he noes not come within the ambit of the definition of 
“probationer” as given in the Desai Award 

6. It was conceded by the learned representatives of the parties that the con- 
cerned workman was not a part-time employee. So, it is to be seen now if he fell 
within the purview of the definition of “temporary employee” as defined in the 
Desai Award Paragraph 21 20 and sub-clau 3 e (c) of Paragraph 23 15 of the Desai 
Award were superseded by para 20 7 of the Bipartite settlement in October, 1966. 
The definition of “temporary employee” as gLven in the Desai Award was amended 
by Para 20 7 of the Bipartite settlement m 1966 and it reads as follows — 

“Temporary Employee” will mean a workman who has been appointed for 
a limited period for work which is of an essentially temporary nature 
or who is of an essentially temporarv nature or who is employed 
temporarily as an additional workman m connection with a temporary 
increase in work of a permanent nature and includes a workman 
other than a permanent workman who is appointed m a temporary 
vacancy caused by the absence of a paitieular permanent workman.” 

The contention urged on behalf of the bank was that from May to August, 1968 
the workman was employed as a waterman-cmn-peon m the Bara Hindu Rao branch 
of the bank on account of the hot weather and that it W’as a temporary vacancy. 
This was so sta'ed by Shn Vishnu Bhagwan Uppal MWl Accountant of the bank 
He further added that after the hot weather, the workman was asked to work m the 
Parliament Street branch of the bank agamst a leave vacancy The bank also 
Placed on the record on my direction, a statement indicating the leave availed of 
by members of the suboidmate staff m the category of peons, waterman-cwn-peons 
during the period from May, 1968 to December, 1968. It shows that the permanent 
subordinate staff m the category of peon-cwm-w aterman proceeded on lea\e dui mg 
this period on various occasions and so, some posts of this category fell vacant due 
to their absence ard the concerned workman aiongwith others was pc-mitted to 
work there So the statement of Shn vishnu Bhagwan Uppal, that after his 
transfer from Baia Hindu Rao branch of the bank in August, 1968 the workman 
was appointed agamst leave vacancy caused uy the absence of permanent incum- 
bents, stands supported Now the definition of temporary employee as quoted 
above includes a workman other than a peiroanent workman who is appointed in 
a temporary vacancy caused by the absence of a particular permanent wo Iman 
The concerned workman was appointed in a temporary vacancy on account of the 
proceeding on leave of the permanent incumbents and so, in my view' from Au 0 ust 
to December, 1983 he teil within this clause of the definition and was a tempoiary 
employee From May to August, 1968 he was appointed fo r a limited period tor 
work vh'ch £■? -> f an essential'y temporary nature viz , the supply ot water duung 
hot weather So the concerned workman was not a permanent hai d, he v - rot 
a probationer, he was not a part-time employee and was obviously a temporary 
employee Under the terms and conditions, his services could lie terminated and 
when l as •- 1 on ’ vacancy he was aoked lo quit vv th eflcri f on c ’4th 

of December, 1963 I, therefore, do not think that the bank m teimmatmg his 
services violated the piovisions of Paragraphs 29 ! and 20 8 oi die Bipartite settle- 
ment or the Desai Award There is no adegat’ci that the bank was actuated by 
any ulterior motive to terminate the services of the workman on account of his 
trade union activities But an attempt was made to snow that the concerned 
workman was disci lmmated vis-a-vts other emplojees placed m the same position 
There were three permanent vacancies and it was stated 111 the statement 
claim that a f amst the two vacancies, Sarvashri Nagmder Pershad and 
kui™. Svvarap were absorbed Shri Mohmder Kumar in his statement admitted 
that they had joined earlier and so, they were senior to him If the bank employed 
those temporary hands as peimanent ones then fhe concerned workman could have 
no grievance as they were admittedly senior to him The third permanent post was 
nlied up by one La u to which the Association took exception It was a'leged m 
the statement of ('aim that Shn Lalu had been woikmg temporarily as a waterman- 
cum-peon that h» left thereafter and that he was never m the continuous employ- 
ment of the bank clu-mg the period from 70th May, 1963 upto the 14th of Decem- 
ber, 1968 It v'as therefore, contended that he was not entitled to be absorbed 
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permanently against the third vacancy and that preference should have been given 
to the concerned workman. Copies of various letters issued by the bank to 
Sliri Lalu have been placed on the record vide Exts. W/13 to W/26. They show 
that Shri Lalu was in the continuous employment of the bank from the 3rd of 
February 1987 upto the 12th of July, 1963. It seems that Shri Lalu filed a state- 
ment of claim before the conciliation officer for his reinstatement and on the 3rd 
of January 1969, a setPement was arrived at between the bank and the Association 
as a result of which the bank agreed to appoint Shri Lalu as a permanent hand 
with effect from the 21st of December, 1968 vide Ext.W/28- On the 4th of January, 
1969, a letter was Issued by the bank to Shri Lalu giving effect to the said settle- 
ment vide Ext. W/27. A copy of the service certificate Ext W/30 placed on the 
record reveals that Shri Lalu was born In 1937. It is to be noted that Shri Lalu 
was in the service of the bank for about 11 years in a temporary capacity when 
his services were terminated on the 12th of July, 1963. The bank then on a refe- 
rence lo the conciliation officer in its wisdom seltled the matter on the 3rd of 
January, 1969 and appointed him as a permanent hand against the third vacancy- 
There was nothing wrong in that and if the bank appointed as its permanent 
employee a person who was senior in service to the concerned workman then it 
cannot he said that the workman was discriminated. Had there been a fourth 
vacancy in December, 1968 or soon thereafter and If the bank had not considered 
the case of the workman for permanent absorption against that vacancy, then in 
that case It could be said that the workman was discriminated because the other 
three temporary employees had been taken as permanent hands and his claim was 
ignored. As the three persons who were employed happened to be senior in 
service to the concerned workman I do not think that the bank committed any 
error in absorbing them. The argument that Shri Lalu was more than 26 years 
of age and could not be appointed by the hank was not pressed nor was any provi- 
sion of the Bank award or Bipartite settlement shown to me that the bank had not 
the discretion to do so. So, the allegation of discrimination against the concerned 
workman Is not well-founded and ought to be ignored. 

7. A number of authorities were cited on behalf of the bank and a few on beha f 
of the workman. I need not refer them Decause they are not \ery relevant and no 
legal point which requires the support of the authority was expounded before me. 
The case is more or less based on the provisions of the Bipartite settlement and the 
Desai Award which I have discussed above. 

8. For the aforesaid reasons, I hald that the order terminating the services of 
the workman passed by the bank was legal ard lUslificd. Shil Mohmder Kumar, 
waterman-rum-peon is not entitled to any relief In these proceedings and the award 
is made accordingly.

AWARD 

Six employees of the Advance Insurance Co. Ltd., have filed this complaint 
against the management, for contravention of section 33 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act by terminating their services and have prayed for reinstatement. 

2. It Is alleged that the company resorted to the action of mala fide termination 
of the services of the employees under the garb of retrenchment alleged to have 
been caused due to reduction of work which excuse was false. They have con- 
tended that in fact the business of the company was being transferred to the 
sister concern M/s. Hukumchand Insurance Co. and the closure of the branches and' 
reduction of work had not been due to factors beyond the control of the company 
but has been brought about with an ulterior motive of frustrating the pending refer- 
ence and depriving the workmen of the benefits of the award. It has been further 
contended that in terminating the services, the company has not followed the 
rule of ‘Last come first go with a view to discriminate against the employees 
who had been loyal to the union and the action of the company in retrenching the 
services of the complainants who were senior employees while retaining the junior 
employees in service was illegal and improper and the company had contravened 
the provisions of section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

3. The management had by their written statement In reply denied the allega- 
tions and had contnded thut the company had to retrench the services of the 
workmen due to the closure of almost all the branches all over India resulting In 
a considerable reduction of the business and work and the retrenchment could 
not be called a matter for complaint under section 33A. It ha 3 been further con- 
tended that the petitioners had absolutely no relationship to the pending matter 
in the reference before this Tribunal and there \\ as no question of victimization 
of the petitioners as alleged. They have denied that they had acted in a mala 
fide or vindictive manner and have contended that the retrenchment was affected 
bona fide and the employees are not entitled to any relief, 

4. The complaint was hotly contested. Both the parties had filed various docu- 
ments and tabular statements. They had also adduced oral evidence but at the- 
time of arguments they settled the dispute and have filed consent terms requesting 
the Tribunal to puss an award. 


5. As per the consent terms the union has agreed to withdraw all their state- 
ments submissions and contentions made by them against the company in the 
complaint and the company has agreed to pay to the six complainants Rs. 8000/- in 
full and final settlement of the claim in connection with their retrenchment. The 
record shows that the companv has closed almost all its branches and had effected 
retrenchment due to deduction of business and considering the circumstances in 
my opinion the terms of settlement are fair and reasonable and I pass an award in 
terms of the consent terms annexure A which shall form part of this Award, 
Hence my award accordingly. 

Pi. Submit this award to the Government under section 33A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act.
